Eight hundred and ninety-eight emigrants for steamship Estonia, 
sailing May 4, have been examined. 

The steamship company states that they will, in May, begin the 
construction of barracks for their emigrants, consisting of 3 build- 
ings and disinfecting station. I ascertain by personal observation 
that all passengers leaving in the company's vessels have been in 
Libau for 5 days and give each person or each family a blue or 
green card with names, ages, and date of first inspection. If they 
are in good condition, I stamp the card. They remain in special 
emigrant houses here for at least 5 days under daily observation of 
the city sanitary physician. When these emigrants come on board 
the ship, I inspect them again and hold all suspicious cases over until 
the sailing of the next steamship, and those who are passed have 
their quarantine card stamped with a date stamp. 

All baggage (except hand baggage) is disinfected by formalin gas. 
By the end of May I expect to disinfect all hand baggage. 

Typhus fever. — No new cases in Libau during the week ended 
April 30. There are 19 cases present. 

Plague. — No new cases of plague in Libau. The one case pre- 
viously .reported is still present.

Total number of deaths, 
125, including enteric fever 10, scarlet fever 1, measles 2, whooping 
cough 1, diphtheria 1, and 10 from tuberculosis. 

Lourenco Marquez. — Month of February, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 10,000. Total number of deaths, 34, including 6 from tuber- 
culosis. 

Australia — Newcastle district. — Annual report for the year 1908. 
Total number of deaths, 720, corresponding to an annual death rate 
of 11.29 per 1,000 of population, which is estimated at 63,760. The 
deaths from contagious diseases were: Enteric fever 8, diphtheria 7, 
and 45 from tuberculosis. 

The State of South Australia, including the city of Adelaide. — Four 
weeks ended March 6, 1909. Estimated population: State, 394,692; 
city, 40,185. Total number of deaths, 303, including enteric fever 8, 
and 47 from tuberculosis. Cases: Enteric fever 56, scarlet fever 10, 
diphtheria 11, and tuberculosis 30. 

State of Victoria, including the city of Melbourne. — Six weeks ended 
March 6, 1909. Estimated population of State, 1,237,998; city, 
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526,400. Total number of deaths not reported. Deaths from con- 
tagious diseases were: Enteric fever 36, scarlet fever 4, and 4 from 
diphtheria. Cases: Enteric fever 440, scarlet fever 351, diph- 
theria 191. 

Brazil — Ceara. — Month of March, 1909. Estimated population, 
50,000. Total number of deaths, 127, including enteric fever 10, 
whooping cough 2, and 14 from tuberculosis. 

Ceylon — Colombo. — Five weeks ended March 20, 1909. Estimated 
population, 183,872. Total number of deaths, 590, including small- 
pox 7, enteric fever 31, measles 3, and 73 from tuberculosis. 

France — Cherbourg. — Month of April, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 43,948. Total number of deaths, 107, including enteric fever 
16, diphtheria 1, and 21 from tuberculosis. 

Nice. — Month of March, 1909. Estimated population, 150,881. 
Total number of deaths, not reported, including diphtheria 1, enteric 
fever 2, scarlet fever 1, and 39 from tuberculosis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended April 24, 
1909, correspond to an annual rate of 15.8 per 1,000 population, 
which is estimated at 16,445,281. 

London. — One thousand three hundred and ninety-three deaths 
were registered during the week, including measles 72, scarlet fever 8, 
diphtheria 11, enteric fever 2, whooping cough 49, tuberculosis 109, 
and 7 from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an 
annual rate of 15.0 per 1,000. In Greater London 2,005 deaths were 
registered. In the " outer ring" the deaths included 15 from measles, 
6 from diphtheria, 3 from scarlet fever, and 9 from whooping cough. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended April 24, 1909, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 23.9 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,1 42,308. The lowest rate was recorded in Drogheda, 
viz, 4.1, and the highest in Armagh, viz, 48.1 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended April 24, 1909, correspond to an annual rate of 17.4 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The high- 
est rate of mortality was recorded in Paisley, viz, 21.0, and the lowest 
in Leith, viz, 14.0 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths regis- 
tered from all causes was 620, including diphtheria 5, measles 6, scarlet 
fever 3, enteric fever 5, and 46 from whooping cough. 

Japan — Formosa. — Two weeks ended April 10, 1909. Estimated 
population, 3,108,723. Total number of deaths, 105, including 
enteric fever 3, diphtheria 1, and 99 from plague. 

New Zealand — Auckland. — Annual report for the year 1908. 
Total number of deaths, 772, corresponding to an annual death rate 
of 10.41 per 1,000 of population, which is estimated at 74,188. The 
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deaths from contagious diseases were: Enteric fever 21, scarlet fever 
2, whooping cough 5, diphtheria 5, and 52 from tuberculosis. 

Wellington. — Annual report for the year 1908. Total number of 
deaths, 658, corresponding to an annual death rate of 9.10 per 1,000 
of population, which is estimated at 72,322. The deaths from con- 
tagious diseases were: Enteric fever 5, scarlet fever 16, measles 2, 
whooping cough 1, diphtheria 6, and 73 from tuberculosis. 

Christchureh. — Annual report for the year 1908. Total number 
of deaths, 579, corresponding to an annual death rate of 9.52 per 
1,000 of population, which is estimated at 60,820. The deaths from 
contagious diseases were: Enteric fever 2, whooping cough 1, diph- 
theria 2, and 66 from tuberculosis. 

Dunedin. — Annual report for the year 1908. Total number of 
deaths, 634, corresponding to an annual death rate of 10.5 per 1,000 
of population, which is estimated at 60,387. The deaths from con- 
tagious diseases were: Measles 5, scarlet fever 3, diphtheria 2, and 
69 from tuberculosis. 

Tasmania — Hobart. — Month of March, 1909. Estimated popu- 
lation, 184,008. Total number of deaths, 182, including diphtheria 1, 
and 1 from enteric fever.
